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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
Wakefield, NH 


During the past year, the town of Wakefield has endured the effects 
of a recession and other major challenges. Recognizing the recession, 
the Selectmen, working with the Chamber of Commerce, sponsored a 
Small Business Administration Workshop. This led to the creation of the 
WERC committee by the Selectmen. The WERC, or Wakefield Economic 
Resource Committee's purpose is to strengthen the business and 
economic base of the community, and help its residents find 
employment. This will be done in a manner consistent with the unique 
rural Character of the community by strengthening the recreational, 
retirement and business portions of the town's infrastructure. 


In March of 1991, the town garage burned to the ground, with the 
loss of the building and its contents. The building was replaced with a 
larger building to cover the current and future needs of the community. 
The Police lost a cruiser in an unfortunate accident, and this also was 
replaced. Insurance covered these items, but considerable negotiation 
was required to come to an equitable settlement. The underground fuel 
tanks at the town fuel depot were replaced, and found to have leaked. 
However, due to the diligence of the Town Administrator filing all 
appropriate forms over the years, the State ODD fund covered the Town. 
The State ODD fund limits the town environmental cleanup liability to 
$5,000.00. The Town spent this amount in 1991. 


Despite all these formidable challenges, and several others, the town 
stayed within its budget while still completing the projects planned for the 
year. This was due to the united efforts and dedication of the Town's 
officials and employees at all levels. 


The recycling efforts of the town continued, with plans drawn up for a 
combined recycling and transfer station to cover the town's needs. This 
will be carried out in a staged effort, building the recycling station first. 
The recycling building will extend the life of the landfill and offset a 
transfer cost greater than the cost of the building and equipment. 
Furthermore, it will reduce the transfer cost once the landfill closes. At the 
same time, efforts continue in selling recycled materials to reduce the 
cost of landfill operation. 


During the year, due to the long standing public concern about town 
roads, the town did a Transportation Improvement Plan. This reviewed 
the 33 miles of paved roads and 13.7 miles of dirt roads, and found them 
to be in poor condition. The cost is estimated between 3 and 5 million 
dollars to bring the roads up to standards. As roads typically last 10 years, 
this implies that the town needs to spend $300,000 to $500,000 a year 
on the roads to bring them up to a maintenance level. This study is being 
presented to the town for review and action.

To better plan the future needs and therefore town taxes, a 
preliminary Capital Improvements Plan was done to avoid the rapid 
changes in the tax rates that concern the townspeople, and to prepare 
for the massive expense of the landfill closing. The results of this plan are 
incorporated in the proposed Selectmen's budget for the upcoming 
year. 


Allin all it was a challenging year, with a great deal accomplished. The 
Selectmen look forward to another challenging and successful year. 


The Board of Selectmen thanks all of those people who help the 
Town operate. This includes all of the volunteers on all the town boards, 
all of the town employees, and all of the citizens who involve themselves 
by voting, attending meetings, and offering suggestions throughout the 
year.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements 
and the combining and individual fund financial statements of the Town of 
Wakefield as of and for the year ended December 31, 1990, as listed in the table 
of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's 
management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial 
statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosure in the financial statements. An audit also 
includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates 
made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
Opinion. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred 
to above do not include the General Fixed Asset Account Group, which should be 
included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount 
that should be recorded in the General Fixed Asset Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Account 
Group results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present 
fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Wakefield as 
of December 31, 1990, and the results of its operations (and cash flows of 
nonexpendable trust funds) for the year then ended in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles. Also, in our opinion, the combining and 
individual fund financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of each of the individual funds of the 
Town as of December 31, 1990, and the results of operations of such funds for 
the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

The accounts of the Town of Wakefield for the year of 1991 have been 
examined by the independent auditing firm of Plodzik & Sanderson Prof. Assoc.

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WAKEFIELD AREA AMBULANCE ANNUAL REPORT 


The Wakefield Area Ambulance Corps responded to 252 calls during 
1991. These included 115 motor and water accidents, 155 home 
accidents and sudden illnesses and 32 fire standbys. A total of 165 
patients were transported to the hospital of which 113 were residents, 10 
responses were for mutual aid to other communities and 5 responses 
were for mutual aid to Wakefield when more than one ambulance was 
required. 


We currently have 17 members of which eleven are Emergency 
Medical Technicians. Of the eleven Emergency Medical Technicians 
eight are qualified for defibrillation, and two are qualified for intravenous 
treatment. We have four members who are Advance First Aid qualified. 


During 1991 the Corps logged over 1600 hours of voluntary man 
hours on ambulance calls and training with no compensation. 


Statistics show that more requests for assistance were on Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, and that January, May, July, August and 
December were the busiest months. 


The Corps also has and maintains a snowmobile and stretcher sled 
for emergency calls to areas that the ambulance is unable to reach. 


The Wakefield Ambulance Association made up of interested towns- 
people and Corps members donated over $1,000 in equipment from 
memorial and regular donations. 


Any person who would like to assist the Ambulance Corps but has no 
desire to be a medical attendant could do so by joining the Association. 
Any interested person can call Charlotte Palmer. 


Please remember the Comps still holds a free monthly Blood Pressure 
Clinic the first Wednesday of each month at the Fire Station from 10:00 
a.m. until noon. Anyone interested is welcome to come in and have their 
blood pressure checked free of charge. 


We are always looking for new people to become Corps members. 
Any interested person can call the Selectmen's office or get in touch with 
a Corps member. The more people we have the better job we can do for 
Wakefield residents and visitors when medical assistance is required.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS REPORT 


Since the state-mandated revaluation of the Town's real estate in 
1989, the Board of Assessors has received and reviewed some 1,200 
applications for abatements. In addition, there have been hundreds of 
telephone inquiries, and dozens of taxpayers have requested to meet 
with the Board at its weekly meetings. 


The primary concern of taxpayers has been with the assessed value 
of land. Complaints about building values have been miniscule. In the 2 
1/2 years since the revaluation, the Board has endeavored to eliminate as 
many of the inequities as it could within the constraints of its time and 
resources. 


The Board now feels that it is a hopeless task for it to complete that 
mission, because the number of remaining inconsistencies and 
inequities are overwhelming. 


Therefore, the Board recommends to the Town that a revaluation, 
primarily of land values, be conducted as soon as the Townspeople feel 
that it can be afforded. To that end, a petition for a warrant article to 
establish a capital reserve fund, has been submitted by concerned 
residents of the Town. 


A revaluation of land only should cost considerably less than 1989 
revaluation (Building rates will have to be reset, but individual buildings 
will not need to be revisited and remeasured.) Needless to say, the state- 
approved firm employed in 1989 will not be considered again.

There have been many homeless puppies placed, without charge to 
the town. These were dropped in the woods, or on the side of the road. 


There have been approximately 500 calls this year, pertaining to 
animal complaints. 


Dogs: 31 Disposed Strays; Frozen in lakes; Lost, no owners; 
Accidents on roadways, etc. 

Cats: 56 Disposed Strays; Sick/Multi cats in areas; Cats 
or Kittens left when owners move. 

Dogs: 19 Boarded Some lost and found; Strays; Old/Sick. 


Geese: 10 Calls on Geese roaming/nusicance. 
Fox: 1 Strange acting/too close to pets. 
Skunk: 4 Road kills; removal and disposed of. 
Horses: 4 Question of abuse and running at large. 


Please remember also, if your dogs/horses are out, they must have 
shelter from the elements and plenty of unfrozen water.

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1991 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In addition to snow removal, regular maintenance and road repair, the 
Highway crew worked on the following projects during 1991: 


1. Reconstruction of approximately 1900 feet of Ballard's Ridge Road 
and resurfacing another 3000 feet with a hottop wear coat. 


2. Reconstruction of approximately 3000 feet of Witchtrot Road and 
the entire length of Cedar Street. 


3. Shimming of sections of Access Road, Old Stage Road and Willey 
Road. 


4. Gravel resurfacing of sections of Old Stage Road, Brackett Road, 
Leighton Corner Road, Pickpocket Road and Pond Road. 


5. Again this year, brush cutting, ditching and drainage work was 
completed as time permitted. 


A major priority of the Highway Department in 1991 was, of course, 
the rebuilding of the Highway Garage which burned in March of 1991. 
The cleanup and salvaging of the site, tools and equipment took time 
away from the working hours devoted to Highway maintenance, as did 
the lapse in proper equipment, tools and a facility. 


The insurance settlement on the building was $81,500; the new, 
larger, energy efficient facility was built for $104,060. The funds 
necessary to cover the cost of the new building, over and above the 
insurance settlement, were taken from the Highway Department's 
operating budget. We were fortunate to have a surplus in our operating 
budget due mostly to the savings realized from the low bids on our 1991 
paving work. 


In addition to the settlement on the building, the town received 
100% replacement costs on the building contents in the amount of 
$20,976.87 and actual cash value settlements on the lost and damaged 
vehicles in the amount of $46,588.36. Now that the building is 
completed, the contents are being replaced. Necessary repairs to 1980 
International Truck and the 1989 Loader have been completed along 
with the purchase of a 1991 Ford Truck. The balance of the vehicle loss 
funds has been encumbered and will be used towards the proposed 
1992 purchase of another cab & chassis. (See Article 8 of the Town 
Meeting Warrant). 


The Highway Department looks forward to a quieter 1992!

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Wakefield Conservation Commission was established in March, 
1988 by Town vote (RSA-36A), consisting of five members appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. Meetings are held the second Monday of each 
month at 12:30 p.m. at Town Hall. The public is welcome to attend. 


The purpose of the Commission is to research use of local land and 
water areas, and establish an index of open space and wetland areas as a 
part of public information. Another purpose is to review requests for 
filling, dredging and docks that are sent to the Wetlands Board. The 
Wakefield Conservation Commission does not have decision making 
powers, but makes recommendations to the State and local agencies. 


This year we have reviewed 60 applications, made several onsite 
inspections and are in the process of mapping the open spaces and 
identifying the wetlands. Onsite inspections are made of wetlands in line 
with the policy of the Department of Environmental Services, Wetlands 
Division, to assist in the review process. 


We were fortunate to be able to send a Wakefield youth to UNH 4H 
summer camp, in memory of Ken Whaley. One of our members, Dorthea 
Morgan, also sponsored a Wakefield Youth for the same camp, in memory 
of her sister Hazel G. Morgan. 


Any gifts of money may be placed in the Conservation Fund and 
allowed to accumulate from year to year for the purchase of land and 
development rights.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire 
Service as well as local fire departments due to our increase in the 
number of fires. Our three major causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, 
children and smoking materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire 
burned approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing 
these fires. Keeping the average fire size this small is a tribute to early 
detection by citizens, our fire tower lookout system and the quick 
response of our trained local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens that are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland 
fires, working with other fire department members under the direction of 
the N.H. Forest Fire Service to make sure that all fire department 
members are properly trained and equipped for suppressing wildland 
fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive specialized 
training each year, presented by the N.H. Forest Fire Service, to keep 
their skill level and knowledge of forest fire laws up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible 
for issuing burning permits for any open burning that is to be done in their 
community. In New Hampshire, any open burning, except when the 
ground is completely covered with snow, requires a written fire permit 
prior to lighting the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is 
recommended that you contact your local fire department to see if a 
permit is required and to save your community the cost of sending fire 
equipment on a false alarm. Any person violating the permit law (RSA 
224:27) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire 
permit before kindling a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a 
safe day to burn and help keep New Hampshire green! Thank you for 
being fire safe.

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TOWN OF WAKEFIELD FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1991 REPORT 


During 1991, the Wakefield Fire Department roster consisted of 41 
members. The membership consisted of 1 Fire Chief, 1 Assistant Fire 
Chief, 5 Officers, and 34 Firefighters. 


This year, the Wakefield Fire Department continued with its ongoing 
efforts to provide opportunities for its members to participate in State and 
Nationally recognized courses for public safety personnel. During 1991, 
8 members completed a NH State certified: Firefighter - Career Level 
course sponsored by the Wolfeboro Fire Department; 6 members 
completed a NH State certified; Inciden mman tem course; and 
18 members, along with several members from the Union Fire 
Department and other neighboring departments completed a NH State 
certified: Hazardous Materials - Awareness Level course sponsored by 
the Wakefield Fire Department. In addition to these courses, members 
continued monthly training to maintain and improve other firefighting 
Skills. 


The addition this year of the Utility Truck to the fire department fleet 
proved very beneficial. The Utility Truck now carries such equipment as 
electrical generators and auxiliary lighting units, the "Jaws-of-Life" and 
associated equipment, smoke removal fans, ice boring equipment for 
winter water supply, spare air bottles for breathing apparatus, limited 
medical aid supplies, and many other items which previously occupied 
needed space aboard the fire apparatus. 


The newly acquired "Chief's Car" also proved beneficial to the 
department this year. It logged a total of 927.4 miles during the period 
from approximately April 1, 1991 through December 31, 1991. These 
miles represent travel for members to official fire meetings, various fire 
supression inspections conducted by the Chief, transportation to out of 
town training courses, and responding to various fire emergency calls. 


The Wakefield Fire Department responded to 160 emergency calls 
during 1991, representing a total of 448 hours of truck use and 3,399 
man hours of firefighting labor.
